Specification 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the term 
"prismatic elements" as mentioned on page 5 is not described or explained. The utility 
of these elements and the very meaning of the term is unclear. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

Claims 1-13 appear to be allowable subject matter. The aforementioned claims 
appear to be novel and inventive for the following reasons. Regarding Fusi (US 
5,159,367) , the reference allows for the ability to receive multiple images from various 
angles. However, the reference achieves this through the use of mirrors, rather than 
multiple cameras. Regarding Massarsky (US 5,184,160), the reference allows for 
adjustment of the height of the camera, but not the backdrop. None of the referenced 
materials make use of an ultrasonic height gauge or a motorized height adjuster in 
combination with all other limitations as directly recited in independent claim 1.
